Perusual Tatra 

To THE EOITOB OP THE ClTUEE : 

bm: The majority of people are not 
favoiably disposed towards taxation o* 
any kind and the «fllclala who expend 
the moneys raised by taxation and lbs 
uiethcda of expending the money and 
the purposes for which It Is spent are 
Invariably the subject of most drsstlo 
criticism, aod the bitterness and volume 
of the criticism la In the Inverse ratio to 
the amount of taxes paid by the critic. 
Experience has shown that whet ere 
termed the large tax payers are the 
most tractable aod have the least fault 
to find with government and the con¬ 
servative middle class, while somewhat 
oppressed by the burden of taxation, 
generally accept It as s necessary oon- 
sequeoc# of civilisation, but the men 
who dues not pay one cent of real, per¬ 
sonal, poll or dog tax la the man who 
can by the aid of a liberal supply of 
beer or other stimulants work himself 
up In a fine stale of Indignation over the 
government and the extravagant waste 
of public funds. The new tax law, which 
goes Into effect thla ye«r, will undoubt. 
edly be the cause of many explosions of 
hot air. The new law makes It locum- 
bent upon tax assessor# to make dili¬ 
gent Inquiry about personal property 
• ud ease## It, aod also strictly obligates 
the collector of taxes to make strenuous 
effort to.collect personal taxes. While 
the general disposition of the public la 
hostile to the Imposition of taxes, there 
la a particular Irritability about personal 
taxes that provokes and arouses the 
wrath and Indignation of a large class 
of people, and especially those of the 
community who may be unfortunately 
lifllcled with anarchistic tendencies, or 
properly apeaklng, political Insanity. 
The objection* against personal tax are 
many and varied, but not one of them 
la valid, not .even the ancient and well 
worn one that the tenant In fact pays 
all the taxes levied agalost the land¬ 
lord’s property. There are those who 
bold that all taxes should be levied upon 
lend alone, aod these people Instill Into 
the public mind the dangerous doctrine 
of hostility to the levying of personal 
taxes and lead many to believe that It 
la right and Justifiable to refuse pay. 
meot of such taxes. The theory that 
land should be the only basU for all 
taxation Is an unsound one, and no 
government could long exist where such 
a theory became the worklog practice. 
The true basis of taxation Is wealth, 
weather It bs to lands or Jewels, or 
bonds or whatever form It may take. 
The tbtog perhaps that makes land ap¬ 
pear so attractive as a basis for taxation 
Is the fast thst It esanot bs soooealed 
aod a mas cannot deny ownership, 
while other forma of wealth can bs 


thst Is the faslt of tbs law aod custom 
aod sot an argument against tbs theory 
of wealth, Irrespective of Its quality 
being the true basts of taxation. 

All tax In last Is personal tax. aod 
should bs equslly proportioned among 
all the people, Irrespective of whether 
they do or do not own lead. Every 
family In this Iowa sojoys tie right of 
free puhll# schools. Including free school 
book#, and a# a eoaseqs*nce every 
family In the town t# soder both moral 
and legal obligation to pay personal tax 
to proportion to their personal wealth. 
The public school question Is not the 
only one that constitutes a good aod 
strong reason for laapostng personal 
taxes. There eie ethers equally aa 
sound aod strong, aod the mao who de¬ 
nies his obligation to taxation la not a 
good citizen sad hi# pveper place Is be¬ 
yond the pale of civilization. One 
reason of tbe high tasatlos In tbls 
town at present la because so email a 
share of the taxable vslaatloa* are rep- 
reeented by personal property. Tbe 
antipathy to personal taxes exists to s 
greet extent here sod the futile efforts 
made In yeara past towards ollectlng 
personal texee baa caused that form of 
tazatlon to be praotlcslly abandoned, 
except In such oase* where tbe personal 
tax can be Included In a lump aum with 
real estate tax. Tbs conaequeoce la 
that a large porttoo of the community 
goea free of taxes of aoy kind aod SO 
unfair share of tbe burden falls on those 
owning real e*t»te. It bee been Tre. 
quently pointed out that tbe cost of 
maintenance of public so boo la |» a large 
liability In tbe town’s finances; but aa a 
matter of fact the people get a better 
return for tbe money expended In public 
acbool wotk tbao from any other depart¬ 
ment of government, and tbs public 
school la that feature of government 
that Is of tbe widest benefit, aod yet 
some people will send several children 
to school to bs educated at a cost of 228 
per capita to those who pay tbs taxes 
and than climb • ires aod proclaim 
•gainst tbs totqsKy of 


Mi* GsoigtoU Bohlteu of Newark, sou 
tbe Tr«e«uret*e report was submit¬ 
ted by Mia* Rose Bleu of Newark. The 
latter report showed a snug balance It 
tbe treasury. 

Mrs. Bextoo began by complimenting 
tbe club ou it# auooeaeful record during 
the few mootba It had been In vxlsteue* 
and stated that through lbs agenoy ul 
conscientious, earnest women news¬ 
paper writers, sbe believed tbe oauas of 
suffrage could be advocated better than 
through ev«n tbs Suffrage Association 
Itself. 80s gave eonlraeUcg descrip¬ 
tion# of meeting# In 1850 aod 1904. In 
both of which Miss Busan B. AntOopy, 
the venerable plonsst suffrage advocate, 
figured aa speaker, eeylog that tbs wo¬ 
men of to-dey owe their ability to enter 
all fields of labor to the perststeot, cour- 
egaeua fight mad# by #uoh women In tbe 
past. 

Mrs. Sexton also alluded to the college 
girl of the present dey, with her oppor¬ 
tunities, which she owes, in large meas¬ 
ure, to Mias Anthony, and concluded by 
ctatlcg that Professor Davies of the Ro¬ 
chester University disapproved of so- 
education because “the girls mature 
earlier, study harder, and make such 
rapid progress that they only discourage 
the boy# I’’ 

The speaker said that for the mar¬ 
ried woman tbe literary club was tbe 
“married woman’• university.’* From 
the club ah# come* to know that the four 
walls of her house are not bar ooly 
home; that tbe city to which she lives 
In her home; from that she begins to 
think About her State, aod finally to 
know that ah# la a part of the United 
State* aa a country. Why should not 
•be, as well #• the dreg# of all the con¬ 
tinents, have a voice in the disposition 
of her own property on which she pays 
the taxes':’ she asked to conclusion. 

Bhe then urged the newspaper women 
to make serlsus report* of women’* 
meetings—not necessarily dull ones, ah* 
explained —because by ''knocking" wo¬ 
men's work for tbe bettermeot of man¬ 
kind and womankind, they but militate 
agalbst their own eventual social and 
financial progress.
